Every community 
that can procure five hundred to one thousand 
tons of seed might findit profitable fo have one 
ofthese mills. The oil finds a ready market at 
cash prices. Messrs. VanWinkle & Co., claim they 
can equip @ mill of this capacity for four thousand 
dollars, and it will not require over fifteen horse 
power to run it; thatit will turn ‘out from four 
to five barrels per day and from_ four to five thou- 
sand pounds of cotton seed mea]. This firm also 
builds mills of any desired capacity. Parties con- 
templating the manufecture of cotton-seed oil, 
whether on a large or small scale, should confer 
with VanWinkle & Co., of Atlanta, Georgia, be- 
fore purchasing their machinery.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 1, 1885. 

The board of water commissioners met to-day at 
4p. m., with a full board in attendance, including 
bis honor, the meaner, and the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

Resolved 1. That from and after the first day of 
July next, all water drawn from the city mains, . 
except for fires, sewers and sprinkling carts, shall 
pass through a meter, to be furnished by the con- 
sumer, and the superintendent is instructed to 
give public notice of the passage ofthis resolution 
by publishivg-the same for thirty days ia the Con- 
stitution and Journal, and by sending a postal to 
the office or residence of each rated consumer, and 


‘further to notify all owners of private fire fixtures 


that meters must be attached to the same. 

Resolved 2. Phat from and after the first day of 
July next, every Consumer shall be required to 
pay at least eighty-five cents per month for the use 
of the water, for which they shall be allowed to 
use five thousand gallons, and every consumer 
who shall use more than five thousand gallons 
per month, shall be required to pay for the excess 
at the rate of seventeen cents per thousand gal- 
lons until otherwise ordered. This resolution 
does not apply to city fire hydrants, flushing sew- 
ers, Sprinkling carts, nor public schools.
